If Madison county people 
<ver hope to have a system of 
modern good roads, it is time 
\ to act now. The 20 cent road tax 
must be voted on November 4th. 
iThis was thp gist of the message 
♦ that State Road Commissioner 
Joe S. Boggs brought from his 
office at Frankfort, to his home 
people, and told a gathering of 
business men and farmers at the 
courthouse Friday night. 

Mr. Boggs expressed the most 
insistent desire to h«lp his home 
County obtain good roads. But 
he said he cannot do tliis unless 
the people will help themselves. 

said that the Federal govern- 
Ac has set aside $5,000,000 to 
iPInd in Kentucky to make the 
roads better. Madison county 
ten get full share of this great 
fund, but to do so she will have 
to put up dollar for dollar. She 
will have to build premanent 
roads of a type which the govern- 
ment approves as good and last- 
ing, and- not niakesliifts, such as 
slie lias had in the i)ast and which 
wear out witinn a year or two, 
nand really become little better 
than dirt . rpa^s .tvjlp^s. a lafge 
sum is spent up'6n them 4or 
maintenance. , , 

Figures that Mr» Boggs gave 
' <t)f thefrqad work and generous 
response that the people 'of oth- 
er oonnnunitii s in Kentucky are 
nuiking to secure good highways 
show Madison up in an unenvi- 
able light in that respej^t. Pike 
county has voted a million aiW a 
half dollars, to build just 60 
miles of road, which western 
Kentucky counties are giving 
millions of dollars for the Fed- 
eral Highway, and road building 
is going by leaps and bounds in 
every section. Mr. :Qog^s said 
tl^t he is #Mt y Bi a ly-,aa3Houa^-to 
see old Madiijon go to the front 
and will do everything he can but 
he cannot hold any part of that 
federal $5,000,000 l^r Madison 
unless her people are witting to 
do their part. 

It was suggested that a com- 
mittee of citizens, farmers and 
business men, might be named 
to co-operate and assist the Fis- 
cal court in mapping out a pro- 
gram, setting forth the exact 
purpose for which the money 
raised from the road tax would 
be used. County Engineer Bax- 
ter and Dr. D. J. Williams, of the 
Fiscal Court thought this would 
be a good pl^n, and it was de- 
cided to request Judge Price to 
call the Fiscal Court together 
e'arly next week to tfi\x up the 
matter. 

Judge Baxter, R. E. Tarley and 

others, in informal talks, laid 
stress on the matter as a busi- 
ness standpoint. The govern- 
ment wants to .give Madison 
county several hundred thousand 
dollars to ljuild belter roads and 
it appears to all who have inves- 
ated the matter, the height of 
ies» folly not to accept the 
er. The govcrnmet's money 
s available for us at once, and is 
aid mohthly and a suiiicient sum 
an be secured to build good 
oads in every section of the 
ounty. Mr. Boggs pointed out 
hat Madison has some 350 miles 
f pike and some 300 miles of 
irt roads. He said that Estill 
ounty has already appropriated 
he money to build the pike from 
rvine to the Madison county 
line in ^rst class shape, and Mad- 
ison niuist do her part to bring 
the road on this way for this 
highway will be one of the big- 
gest business feeders for the 
farmers and business mc^n of 
Madison of any coming into the 
community. He pointed out that 
Madison spends about $50,000 a 
vear on maintenance of her roads 
the same sum that has been spent 
each for the past half 'dozen 
years, but now materials, labor 
and evrything that enter into 
road building coa^t . tiir«« or four 
times as much as three or four 
years ago and the I'oad money 
now available will not begin to 
Sover the requirements. 

The sugirestion of a Committee 
of farmers and Business men to 
act with the Fiscal Court in 
planning a road program for 
Madison seemed to meet with in- 
stant approval. It was pointed 
out that the Citizens' Committee 



who are acting with the Town 
Council of Richmond in its steret 
improvement work has done 
splendid work. It was suggested 
that a prominent citizen of each 
magisterial district in the county 
in whom his people have the ut- 
most confidence be named on this 
County Citizens' Comdiittee. and 
in this way evey community will 
have representation in the hand- 
ling of the fund that would be 
raised from the special tax, and 
be assured ^ of getting its road 
construction requirements. 

Madison must keep in step 
with progress in this work. Other 
counties are going ahead. Other 
communities are seeing their 
lands enhanced in value by the 
building of good roads and living 
conditions made better in every 
way. Mr. Bdggs pointed out 
thit a iSiah Who pays taxes -on 
$10,000 worth of property would 
on\y have to pay $20 extra road 
tax if this is voted and surely 
man can object to payihg that 
much for a worthy cause. '

Another report, but unconfirmed, 
asserts that thp Bol.shevik fortress of 
Kronstadt evidently the key to 
Petrograd, fell Friday night. Ap- 
parently, however the advance of the 
Kuasian armies on the Bolshevik 
stronghold is held up by the guns of 
the fortress and the Russian fleet 
operating lAider its protection.

CENSUS TAKERS ARE 
NEDED FOR MADISON 



Esaminatfon WiU Be Held Her« 
Oct 28— Conditiona and Com- 
pe n aa t i a a ADowiad . ^ 

An examination for . census 
enumerators will be held. at the 
post o^ce here Oct 28th. Madi- 
son needs, several enumerators ' 

and so far ai)plicants for the 
places have been rather scarce. 
This examination is said to be" 
merely nominal, nothing like a 
civil service examination. Appli- 
cation blanks can be secured from 
Assistant Postmaster Ernest 
Snowden. 

The. census act provides that 
the enumeration of population 
and agriculture ' shall feegin on 
January 2, 1020, and- that each 
enufnerator shall complete the 
work required on. his district 
within thirty days in the case of 
rural districts and small towns, 
and within two weeks in the casii 
of any incorporated city, town, 
village or borough which had 
2,500 inhabitants or more under 
the census of 1910. J 

The census requires as enum- 
erators active, energetic p^rpons 
of good address. They must be 
between 18 and 70 years of, age, 
citizens of the United States, and 
be thoroughly 'trust worthy, 4 hon- 
est And of good habits, j ■'" \ 

The comiiensation to be ' j)aid 
to enumerators ^is fixed, by. ^ thft 
census act, and l«"allowance of 
not less than two nor more than' 
four cents for each ' inhabitant, 
not less than twenty nor •more 
thai thirty on each farm report- 
ed, not less than twenty nor mofe 
than thirty on each farm repoft- 
tion or drainage enterprise re- 
ported, and ten cents for each 
barn and inclosurc containing 
live stock not on farms, is pro- 
vided for all subdivisions where 
the Director of the Census sh^U 
deem such remimeration suffi- 
cient. In other subdivisions the 
Director m«jy ..fix a mixed rate 
of not less than one or more than 
two dollars enumerated, and not 
IC iS than fifteen nor more than 
twenty cents for each farm re- 
ported, while in subdivisions 
where ptr diem rates are neces- 
sary, because of the difficulty of 
the enumeration, the enumerator 
may be allowed, in the discrea- 
tion of the Director, a compen- 
sation of nof less than three nor 
more than six dollars per day 
of eight hours' actual fieldwork 
each. Except in extreme cas^s, 
no claim for tnileage or travel- < 
ing expenses will be allowed to. 
any enumerator, and the only 
when authority has been pre- 
viously granted by the IDirectoi' 
of the Censtis. - s
